ICA Bans Jim Crow Hotels For Foreign Guests 

In a move to offset discrimination of foreign guests, 
officials of the International Cooperation Adminis- 
tration ordered training officers not to schedule the 
visitors at hotels or restaurants which bar Negroes. 

The agency, which has the job of assigning tech- 
nicians to foreign countries, annually trains thou- 
sands of foreign nationals during assignments in the 
U. S. In the past few months, several prominent 
African guests have been involved in racial discrim- 
ination incidents. This is the first such policy adopted 
by a major government agency, although the State 
Dept. frowns on trips in the South for African and 
many Asian guests. 

In its latest action, ICA barred officers from as- 
signing guests to the Washington YMCA because of 
its segregation policy. The metropolitan branch 
denies Negroes the right to use the swimming pool 
and the gymnasium. Also on the list is the Woodner 
Hotel, which recently denied a room to Dr. Thomas 
Posey, a Negro ICA official.

Hits Suit To Close Integrated Tenn. Folk School 

A state petitior. to close the integrated Highlander Folk 
School in Monteagle, Tenn., as a public nuisance and re- 
voke its charter as a tax-exempt school was termed “a 
threat to the basic freedom of thought and expression of 
every American” by Mrs. Septima Clark, the school’s act- 
ing-executive director. The petition, filed by Dist. Atty.- 
Gen. A. F. (Ab) Sloan, followed a July 31 raid on the 
school at which Mrs. Clark, 61, was arrested (along with 
three white men) on whisky charges. Denying the charge, 
Mrs. Clark said: “The real complaint is the fact that 
Highlander has always been an integrated school.” 


Whites Moving Out Of Fla. Integration Area 

Miami’s Orchard Villa Elementary School, scene of 
Florida’s forthcoming first attempt at integration, may 
have more Negroes than white pupils since residents have 
begun moving out and the price cf residential lots risen 
from $1,500 (a few years ago) to as much as $6,000. Al- 
though the neighborhood is estimated to be 90 per cent 
Negro, only four pupils out of 14 applicants have been 
accepted at the Dade County school. White enrollment 
in the school has dropped from 420 a few years ago to 
130 in June. Many more have moved away since.

John H. Johnson Named 1959 Lovejoy Award Winner 

John R. Johnson, editor-publisher of JET and Ebony 
magazines, received the 1959 Elijah Lovejoy Award from 
the Independent, Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks 
of the World during the fraternal order’s 61st annual con- 
vention at Atlantic City, N. J. The award, given in recog- 
nition of outstanding contributions made in the area of 
civil liberties, is named in honor of a youthful newspaper 
editor slain because of his one-man battle against racial 
discrimination during the Civil War. Johnson, first Negro 
businessman cited by the U. S. Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce in 1951 as “one of the 10 outstanding young men of 
the year,” is founder and president of Johnson Publish- 
ing Co. Other Lovejoy Award winners in past years in- 
clude: the late educator Dr. Mary McLeod Bethune, base- 
ball magnate Branch Rickey, UN official Dr. Ralph Bunche 
and A. Philip Randolph. 
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Hold Claude Murphy In St. Louis Church Fraud 
Claude Murphy, 45-year-old ex-convict- 
turned-religious, who was condemned to 
death for “squealing” on the Chicago 
crime cartel, was arrested on charges of 
obtaining money under false pretenses in 
St. Louis. Murphy, who identified himself 
as director of Chicago’s Intercontinental 
Development Foundation, and drove to 
St. Louis in a rented Cadillac, allegedly

since he began writing a column explaining his religion 
in the Pittsburgh Courier three years ago (each man in 
his sect is required to sell 35 issues of the paper weekly, 
and in 1958 alone sold 1,146,816 copies). Last fortnight, 
the white press, chagrined because the sect refused to 
let them enter a meeting they held in New York’s St. 
Nicholas Arena (attendance: 5,500) and alarmed at the 
statement: “Every white man knows his time is up,” made 
the nation as a whole aware of the existence of Muham- 
mad and company, branded them hate-mongers of the 
worst kind. 

But the eighth-grade scholar who converted his own 
minister-father to his brand of Islam before his death 
was able to withstand the ink barrage and escape re- 
prisals because the group had feathered well its nest. 

The sect, in addition to Islam University No. 1 in Detroit 
and No. 2 in Chicago, had 18 businesses of its own—and 
all operating in the black, its favorite color. The busi- 
nesses, which give employment to sect members, include

a Moslem restaurant (it observes dietary laws—no pork, 
bacon, pork chops, barbecue, pig feet, etc.), cleaning 
plant, barber shop, butcher shop, grocery store and de- 
partment store on the Chicago South Side; a cafe in 
Harlem, a cafe and farm near Atlanta. 

And more than one politician had showed an interest 
in the growth of the movement in their areas, example: 
Manhattan Borough President Hulan Jack once addressed 
one of the sect’s rallies, welcomed Muhammad to the city. 
Congressman Adam Clayton Powell termed the ascetic 
little man’s New York minister, Malcom X, “brilliant,” 
and stuck by the statement when challenged in a tele- 
vised interview. 

Last week the nation knew Muhammad had served 
four years in prison for draft-dodging in World War II, 
was charged with sedition (the charge was dropped), had 
been arrested in 1934 and charged with contributing to 
the delinquency of a minor daughter he refused to send

to public schools. What they did not know was the full 
extent of his plan. 

The man, who periodically undergoes 14-day fasts in 
which he takes only black coffee and water “to please 
Allah,” considers his people a nation unto themselves. 
In their Chicago meeting hall, there is not a trace of 
the American flag and the faithful upon entering come 
to rigid attention, salute the crescented and starred flag 
of Islam, symbol of their “new nationality.” 

The young men, who between the ages of 18 and 30 
learn military drills and judo, stand guard around the 
Moslem properties (general order No. 1: to take charge 
of this post and all temple property in view) and have 
refused to serve in the U. S. armed forces. All of the 
faithful drop their surname in favor of “X” because, as 
one put it: “The last name I had was the name given 
me by the slave masters, it wasn’t mine.” 

Muhammad teaches that the black man’s salvation lies 
in fleeing to Islam, but his own special brand. He preaches 
that the U. S. Government and Christianity have failed 
the Negro. He claims God will have the white people 
destroy each other and that the colored peoples will 
inherit the earth. 

A master psychologist, he offers identification, defini- 
tion and belonging to all those who seek it, and in return 
gets a loyalty, obedience and discipline which staggers 
the imagination. 

Their intense dislike for the white man is always ap- 
parent. On one hand it is the harmless declaration of 
Quinton R. X., who insists: “It’s not that we hate whites, 
it’s just that we have so much love for black that we have 
no room left in our hearts for anyone else.” On the 
other, it is reflected in the laughter and cheers of a 
Muslin movie audience when Chief Crazy Horse and his 
Sioux braves were slaughtering the U. S. cavalry (the 
picture was selected for viewing because it was one of the 
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few in which Indians won every battle). 

Asked why they cheered the bloodshed, one Muslin re- 
torted: “The white folks downtown are cheering for the 
cavalry,” adding: “We know the devils will be destroyed 
because they erased a whole people in the American 
Indian.” 

Few doubt Elijah Muhammad’s sincerity in what he 
believes and one of his eight children, 30-year-old Herbert, 
says: “If I suspected or had the slightest doubt that my 
father was anything other than sincere, I would kill my 
children, my wife and myself. I wouldn’t want to live.” 

Unlike some cults, the Muslims of Elijah Muhammad 
are not exhibitionists, neither are they demonstrative to 
those outside their circle. Close-mouthed, clannish and 
suspicious, each swears to follow him to the death. 

What Muhammad’s true motives are, seems known only 
to him and his Allah, but one thing is clear: though he 
has successfully given his 70,000 converts something to 
replace the only culture they have known, with a goal 
of converting all Negroes to his doctrine, “The Messenger” 
has a long way to go.

Speculate Other Negroes Killed Miss. Man 

A Centerville, Miss., businessman, Samuel C. O’Quinn, 
58, who had received threatening letters accusing him of 
NAACP activities, was shot to death from ambush as he 
drove up to the gate of his home. Police speculated that 
other “satisfied” Negroes shot him because they did not 
want integration or NAACP activity in the area. But the 
victim’s widow said she did not believe the race issue was 
involved in her husband’s death and declared he had 
never been a member of the NAACP. A white businessman 
said he had received a letter a month ago purportedly 
written by a local Negro threatening to kill O’Quinn. The 
writer said the letter was sent because “white people 
might be blamed” for O’Quinn’s death. The writer has not 
been found, police said. 


Angry At Calif. Prostitute, Shoots 2 Strangers 

Angry because he said a woman “cheated” him out of 
$10 then repulsed his advances, a 22-year-old San Fran- 
ciscc man lay on the roof of an abandoned house and 
shot down a 39-year-old Negro and an ambulance driver 
with a .22 rifle while sipping rum and coca-cola. Thomas 
Antonio Guiterrez grazed Joe Starks in the head and 
seriously wounded ambulance attendant Charles Cozzens 
before Police Inspector George Rosko shot the rifle out of 
his hand. Guiterrez, who said the woman resisted his ad- 
vances after he paid her $10, shouted “I had to kill some- 
one. I’m only sorry I didn’t get her.” Police said the 
Guiterrez’s only fatal victim was a dead pigeon. 


Nab Negro, 5 White Youths In Texas Beer Party 

An unidentified 27-year-old Negro and five white youths, 
including two girls, were arrested during a beer party in 
a car parked in a Fort Worth, Texas, Negro neighborhood. 
The youths, ranging from age 11 to 16 years, said they 
persuaded the Negro to buy beer for them. With the ex- 
ception of a 14-year-old boy, who was held on a drunk 
charge, all youths were released to their parents.

Two 
policewomen unsuccessfully tried to get the baby from 
Mrs. Sharon G. Smith, as did her husband. Police said 
that by this time the sobbing woman’s hold had become 
deathlike. At the jail, Warden Charles Price decided 
to admit both mother and child. 


Jail Negro For Aiming Gun At Miss. White Man 

Following a two-hour manhunt, a Racine, Wis., Negro 
was arrested in Enterprise, Miss., on charges of pointing 
and aiming a gun with intent to kill a white man. George 
Henderson Grey, the arrested man, allegedly forced a 
white road foreman at gunpoint to let his car pass after 
the foreman ordered him to stop to let gravel trucks 
unload on a country road. Grey was held in Clarke County 
Jail pending grand jury action. 
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Hold Fla. White, 22, In Rape Of Negro Girl, 18 

Apprehended after a four-hour search, a 22-year-old 
white man was jailed in Madison, Fla., on charges of 
criminal assault with intent to rape an 18-year-old Negro 
girl. Royce H. Hendry Jr. was held on $1,000 bond after 
the nude woman fled to the home of a Negro minister, who 
called police. The woman told police she escaped after 
the man forced her to disrobe at gunpoint then undressed 
and placed his gun on top of her clothing. She said he 
persuaded her to get into his car by telling her he was 
hiring her to wash dishes at a restaurant. 


Ga. Boy, 18, Gets 8-10 Yrs. For Race Hate Acts 

An 18-year-old white boy, an admitted peddler of race 
hate, was sentenced to eight to 10 years in prison in 
Columbus, Ga., on charges of arson and malicious mis- 
chief. Richard J. Smith Jr., a library page, was accused 
of setting fire to the Museum of Arts and Crafts, burning 
more than $5,000 in rare paintings, scrawling swastikas 
on the rear door of two Jewish temples and sticking hate 
literature between the pages of library books. Smith re- 
portedly followed the teachings of Adolf Hitler. 


Find Chicago Cop, Ex-Court Aide Guilty In Con Game 
A former Chicago Municipal Court traffic clerk, Robert 
Woods, and a suspended city policeman, John McGuire, 
were found guilty of conspiring to operate a confidence 
game after taking $200 from a man charged with drunken 
driving and telling him they would fix the charge.

Clarence E. Pyant was arrested 
in his car he bought for $900 and registered under 
the name of David E. Pines after failing to yield 
the right of way to a pedestrian. 
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Jail White Chicago Youth In Recent Race Incident 

An 18-year-old white Chicago youth began serving a 
90-day jail sentence for his part in a racial disturbance 
at a home purchased ty a Negro family in a previously 
all-white neighborhood. Police said Fred Bahling carried 
a chunk of concrete and a soft drink bottle which he 
threatened to throw against the apartment building 
around which a mob of some 4,000 persons had gathered. 
He was charged with failing to disperse when ordered 
to do so.

A faith healer who had been annointing his Memphis 
clients with coal oil wound up in jail Tuesday after one 
erstwhile patient complained to police that he took her 
money and did her no good.

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‘Scottsboro Boy’ Kills ‘Unfaithful’ Wife, Self 

A 42-year-old Harlem merchant seaman, one of the 
nine “Scottsboro Boys’ who escaped electrocution for 
rape in Alabama in the early 1930s, shot his 36-year-old 
wife to death in a Sugar Hill park as “unfaithful,” then 
took his own life with a single bullet in the brain. The 
seaman, Arthur Leroy Wright, arrested at 14 as Roy 
Wright in Jackson County, Ala., in March, 1931, on 
charges of attacking Victoria Price and Ruby Bates, both 
white, in a freight car, pumped five bullets from a .32- 
caliber revolver into the body of his wife, Kathleen, then 
drove home to the Riverton Apartments and killed him- 
self. Police found the murder-suicide weapon at his side, 
along with an open Bible. 

Before taking his own life, Wright telephoned a friend, 
Ernest Taylor, and said he had shot his wife because she 
admitted unfaithfulness while he was at sea. Taylor 
called police. Identification of the dead man was made 
by his brother, James Andrew (Andy) Wright, himself 
one of the “Scottsboro Boys.’ Arthur Leroy and four 
other defendants were cleared of rape charges in 1937— 
after six years of legal maneuvering by Samuel S. Leibo- 
witz, one of New York’s most famous trial lawyers. 
Leibowitz is now judge of Kings County Court in Brook- 
lyn. Four other “Scottsboro Boys,” including Andy Wright, 
were sentenced to long terms.
